Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: An agreement was not reached for allowance on the claims 
previously amended. An agreement was reached to overcome an objection by changing the preamble in claims 23-26 
as being "elongated tube " in lieu of "flexible nozzle", the applicant's attorney agreed that this would not change the 
scope of the claim, and the claims have been treated as such in the FINAL rejection. Regarding the term "medially", 
which is defined as " extending toward the middle", Jackson et al. Fig. 3, item 47, meets this limitation because the 
sealing member is more toward the middle than applicant's, which is further away from the middle. Regarding the term 
"outer diameter", in claim 22, the vast majority of the tube has diameters which are less than the diameter of the seal 
ring, much of this region can be fairly characterized as being on the proximal end of the tube .
